Do&or, after mentioning fomething 
exceedingly reputable to the Spanith cha. 
racter, at a period when a war is apprehended by 
that people, proceeds thus :——= 
** Jattice to that nation though lately our ene. 
mies and hardly yet our cordial friends, obliges 
me on this occafion not to omit mentioning an 
initance of Spanith honor, which cannot but be 
till freth in the memory of many yet living. In 
1746 when we were in hot war with Spain, the 
Eirzabeth of London, Capt. Wm. Edwards, com- 
ing through the Galph from Jamaica richly laden, 
met with a moft violent florm, ia which the hip 
iprang a leak, that obliged them for the faving 
of lives, to ran her into the Havannah. The 
Captain weat on fhore, directly waited on the 
Governor, told the occation of his putting in, 
and that he furrendered his fhip as a prize and 
himfelf and his men as prifoners of war, only 
requeiting good quarter. No, Sir, replied the 
Spanith Governor, if we had taken you in fair 
war at fea, or approaching our coat with hofile; 
inteotions, your fhip would then have been a 
prize, and your people prifoners. But when dil- 
trefied by a tempeit, you come into oor ports for 
the fafety of your lives, we, though enemies, be- 
ing men, are bound as fuch, by the laws of be- 
manity, to afford relief to diftrefled men, who 
ak it of us. We cannot, even againft our ene- 
mies take advantage of an aét of God. Yoo 
have leave therefore to unioad your fhip, if tht 
be neceffary, to flop the leak; you may rebt 
here, and trafic fo far as thall be meceffary ~2 pay 
the charges; you may then depart, and [ wil! 
give you a pals, to be in force till you are 
beyond Bermuda. If after that you are taken, 
you will be @ prize, but now you are only a ftraa- 
i.-f. and have a flranger’s right to fafety and pro- 
tection. The thip accordingly departed and #*- 
rived fafe in London.” 














—NEW-YORK, June 14. 





By Capt. Sheffield, from Charlefton, we learn, 
that the report of feveal American privateers fit- 
ted out from that port, to cruize againil the En- 
giith, is ill founded. None have been fent out, 
except under French colours; and if individual 
Americans are concerned in them, it is not pub- 
lic; nor does it appear that the Governor of that 
flate has given any countenance fo the bufinels. 

A report prevails on the authority of fome ac- 
counts brought by Capt. Olman, ina fhort paf- 
{age from Bourdeaux to Philadelphia, that the 
French have taken and carriec into port about 5° 
jail of the Cork victualllag fleet. 

The brig George Capt. Prowfe, of Port{mouth, 
N. H. arrived here on Saturday, from Bourdeaux, 
which place the failed from on the 18:h of April, 

We voderitand from Captain Prowie, that the 
Convention had fent to Bourdeaux, 800,000 li- 
vres, inpartof anINpDEMNITY for the Ameri- 
can foips detained there: to all of whom permif- 
fion had been granted for failors; which they 
were preparing to do, as foon as they could get a 
fupply of provifions. 

We further learn, that great exertions were 
making to fit out a very jarge number of tranf- 
port hips, on board of which a large army was 
to be embarked. 

The day Captain Prowfe failed, a letter was re- 
ceived from Paris, by the Reprefeatatives of the 
People, informing that the King of Pruffia had 
acknowledged the Inperanvexce of the Re- 
public.

in there, obliged the captain to bring them into 
this port. 

June it —Itis faid, that our executive is in 
poifeiion of a copy of a talk lately delivered by 
col. Simcoe tothe Indians, breathing fentiments 
diametrically oppotite to thole exprefled in lord 
Dorcheiter’s late talk, and intended to do away 
the imprefions made by it. If this report 1s 
founded the intelligence is agreeable and impor- 
tant, as it prelages peace.
